but in the Allegiance of the Subjed. 

4. This is yet more plain by the rft of William 
and Mary, cap. 36. which enaéted ‘a new Decla- 
ration of Rights, according to which her Majeity 
accepted the Crown offer'd by the Lords and 
Commons in the name of the People of England ; 
and aecording to this Declaration of Rights, ’tis 
enacted that all Officers and Minifters are to ferve 
her Majefty and her Succeffors in ai) times to 
come. By the fame A&t the Crown is alfo velted 
in her Majefty, and the Heirs of her Body being 
Proteftants; which makes it plain, as the Genile- 
man well obferves, that it is fuch an Eftate in the 
Crown as never was or could be executed or 
vefted in any of her Anceftors or Predeceffors, 
King Wiliam and Queen Mary excepted ; from 
whom her Majefty could not derive hereditarily, 
her Father being alive when this A@ was made, 
and King Wiliam put in the Entail before her 
daring‘ his Life. |

From the Paris Letter, dated Sept. 21. 
Paris, Sept. 21. They write from Madrid the 
7th Inftant, that the 30th paft the Enemy had not 
made any Motion: That on the 21 a Nobleman 
of the Houfe of Altemps arrived at Barcelona ; 
that he ftaid there tll the 24th, and then went to 
General Staremberg ; ifince which ’tis known his 
Bufinefs was to prefs the Archduke’s Departure, 
with his Archdutchefs, for Germany, and they 
have determined to go with a Squadron of Men cf 
War that is come from Port-Mahon to Barcelona 
to take them on Board. According to the moft 
credible Advices, the Enemy’s Army confifts of 
14000 Foot and 4500 Horfe; and that of the 
King of Spain is augmented to 57 Battallions and 
80 Squadrons, They write from Cadix the 29th 
of lait Month; that four French Men of War of 
from 60 to 70 Guns, were arrived at Cadix with 
2 Frigates and 14 Dutch Prizes, of a Fleet of 60 
or 70 Sail laden with Corn and other Merchandize 
for Lisbon, convoyed by 2 Men of War; and had 
they met them in the Day-time they would have 
taken them all with their Convoy. The 2oth 
were brought into Cadix 4 large Englifh or Dutch 
Prizes, that had been taken by M. du Gué Trouin. 
Letters from the Camp at Barraux of the 11th In- 
{tant, confirm that the Duke of Savoy march’d the 
9th with his Army, which had already reach’d 
Conflans: And that the Duke of Berwick havin 
left a good Guard in the Intrenchments, was fol 
dowing them through the Maurienne. The Che- 
valier de St, George arriv’d the 11th at Grenoe 
ble, whence he will go to Provence and Lan- 
guedoc. The Dutchefs of Berwick is brought to Bed 
of aSon. The 19th the Duke de Noailles arriy’d 
at Coutt from Spain. 
From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 24. 
The Duke de Noailles’s fourney to Paris is 
Matter of great Speculation there. Some fay he 
is come to give an Account how Affairs ftandin 
Spain, and to ask a further Reinforcement of 
roops and Ammunition and Provifions for King 
Philip, in order to put an End to the War in 
Catalonia.
